No, 6/35/74-C/l.- — The Rules lor a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in 1975 for the purpose of filling vacancies in the following 
Services/posts are published for general information : — 

(i) Grade IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B); 

(ii) Grade IV (Assistants) of the Railway Board 

Secretariat Service; 

(iii) Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service; 


(iv) Assistants' Grade of the Armed Forces Headquuileis 
Civil Service; and 

(v) Posts of Assistant in other departments /organisations 
and Attached Offices of the Government of India 
not participating in the I.F.S, (B) /Railway Board 
Secretariat Service /Central Secretariat Service/ 
Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service. 

A candidate may compete in respect of any one or more 
of the Services/posts mentioned above. He may specify in 
his application as many of these Services/posts us he may 
wish to be considered, 

/V.E.— Candidates are required to specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the. Services/posts for which they wish to 
he considered. No request for alteration in the order of pre- 
ferences for the Services/posts originally indicated by a candi- 
date in his application, would be considered unless such a 
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request is received in tile office of the Union Public Service 
Commission on or before 30th. November 1975. 

2. The examnution will be conducted by the Union Public- 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 
11 to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(c) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon) and East African countries of Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
meriy Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the intention 
of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 

(e) and (f) above shall be a person in .whose favour a cer- 
tificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 

India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be, admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

4. No candidate who does not belong to a Schedule Caste 
or a Schedule Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Goa. Daman and Diu or is not a migrant from 
Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar] shg[| be permitted to com- 
pete more than two times at the examination. This restric- 
tion is effective from the examination held in 1962. 

Note 1.— For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall be 
deemed to have competed at the examination once for all the 
Services /posts covered by the examination, if he competes tor 
any one or more of the Scrvices/posts. 

Note 2.— A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attained 
the age of 20 years and must not have attained the age of 25 
years on the 1st January, 1975 i.e., he must have been bom 
not earlier than 2nd January, 1950 and not later than 1st 
January, 19JJ. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above will be relax- 
able : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years it a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedule Tribe,; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bom fide displaced person, from erstwhile East 
Pakistan and had migrated to India on or after 1st 
January, 1964 but before 25th March, 1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile 
East Pakistan and had migrated to India on or after 
1st January, 1964 but before 25th March, 197 1; 

(iv) up to a maximum of live years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has received education through the medium of 
French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
(formerly known as Ceylon) and has migrated to 
India on or after lit November, 1964, under the 
Jndo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964; 


(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a .candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bom fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka (formerly knowp as Ceylon) and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st November, 1964 
under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October 1964. 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda or the United Republic of Tanzania ifor- 
mcrly Tanganyika and Zanzabang. 

(vlil) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(ix) up to maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Schedule Tribe and 
is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
June 1963; 

(x) up to maximum of three years in the case of De- 
fence Services personnel, disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area, and released as a consequence thereof. 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of De- 
fence Services personnel, disabled in operations dur- 
ing hostilities with anv foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area, and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three yeais, if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu. 

(xili) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in ope- 
rations during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
released as a consequence thereof; and 

(xiv) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in ope- 
rations during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
released as a consequence thereof who belong to 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

6, A Candidate must hold a degree of any of the Univer- 
sities enumerated in Appendix 1 or must possess any of the 
qualifications mentioned in Appendix I -A. 

Note I, — In exceptional cases, the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate who has not any of the 
above qualifications, as educationally qualified provided that 
he has passed an examination conducted by other institutions, 
the standard of which in the opinion of the Commission, 
justifies his admission to the examination. 

Note If. — Candidates who are otherwise eligible but who 
have taken degree from foreign universities which are not 
included in Appendix I may also apply and may be admitted 
to the examination at the discretion of the Commission.
